USEFUL WORK 

Mr Morrison agreed that, during 
ihe present Parliament, the House 
of Lords had done useful work as u 
revising Chamber, but there was no 
guarantee that they would not 
seriously interfere with the Govern- 
ment's future programme. 

“We are taking precautionary 
meugsures.” Mr Morrison declared.
